| If the tax bill is passed into 
jlaw, California will have a 
strong and sound tax system 
geared to the phenomenal 
growth we are experiencing. 
State revenue will come pri- 
marily from the ability-to-pay 
tax sources, rather than from 
arbitrary property taxation. It 
is a tax system which will 
promise economic stability and 
growth, but, above all, I be- 
lieve it is a tax system that is 
fair to all our citizens.
